Consort, went in slate to the House uf 
Peers to open the Mnlug pf Parliament. 
The d«y wis unprupilioui duiiug Mm 
euly part, but « Utile after one the sun 
•enl forth hia beams, and gare a cheerful 
culuui tu i -M.-erJij.gt lu which more then 
oviia.1 interest waa at Lac hi J At twelve 
o cluck the dour* were opened, and the 
foreign eoiliaiiadori and their ml if J, all 
in full ilile drenri, and a great nun.ber 
uf petreitrl, who attended by right, and 
ladies who hid been favoured w iih invi- 
lationi, begin rapidly tu air i.e. Be nine 
o'clock [be aide benches and gallerici 
allotted to three jxrsoiJlgei were nearly 
fully occupied. About tbii Hint alio the 
member! of the peerage, in their robes, 
began to drop in. and towards two o'clock 
they bad arm ed in lucb Humbert that the 
body of the House tu crowded with 
them.

Invent hope thai lhe conflicting cliimi 
of Great Biitiin and the United States to 
the Oregon territory might still be ami 
cably idjutted upon inch a Uanit as the 
Asliburton Iteily, he adverted to tht 
failure of the potato crop, and after meri- 
liuning, without discussing, the last im- 
portant paragraph of the royal speech, 
concluded by moving the addren, 
which, at usual, km a very fnithfu) echo 
of the speech. 

I .'ml de R01, in seconding the addren, 
went over nearly the tame topic*, noticing 
with especial coinmtndition the suggestion 
that tome more effectual means shoo Id be 
taken to check tliepiaeticeof wsaiimilton 
in Ireland. 

The question I hit the iddrest be adupled 
waa then put by the Lord Chancellor, 
and declared to be carried in the affirma 
l>'*e. 

The Duke of Richmond rxprtited tome 
displeasure that the diacmrion hid brrn 
so abruptly ttoncluded. He had, howevei, 
heard enough to know that llinitten in- 
tended to withdraw protection from the 
in loitry of the connlry, tnd hi chillenged 
lliem to ihow any cause fur rest indjng the 
solemn cani]vart made with the apricul- 
rul iuterefl in ISli. He rould nut ice 
any difference between the Anti-Coro- 
Law League and the Government, and no 
reason why they should not create Mr, 
Cobden a peer. He denounced the League 
la lhe author of all these change], and 
warned their lotdihipt by tht example of 
Ireland, tlill uuipptaaed by the conces- 
liont of 1829, not to be intimidated into 
1 surrender of their opinions. He called 
upon the great luwnt, too, to observe tlutt 
if protection wen taken away from igrt- 
cultun, Sir R. Peel wai bound by hit 
promises in 1BJH lo remove it from every 
other arlicir , aud aiked bow, if thu corn- 
pkte reiolution in out aysten were 
achterrd, the public creditor was to be 
unified, the farmer to pay his tithe, or a 
single talary or payment lo remain 
■mattered? He solemnly protested 
against the clause of lb* address 
»iin h inferred to protection,** being di- 
recti* cnnlraiy to every principle and 
every epeech of ibe pretent Government, 
and challenge* it lo lest ibe amount of 
public conlidtnce it enjuyed Ly an appeal 
to the country, II* declared that ht 
would rtsisl by every me am in hit power 
— factious, if necettaiy— any diminution 
in the amount of agricttllurii protection i 
and concluded by calling for an explana- 
tion of the mysterious ntigoatiout tnd 
ronnttr-retignationa which had lately 
surprised ibe world, 

Th* Duke uf Welli ogtun declined to 
defend the conduct of Sir R. Perl, or any 
mraturc of hn Government, The quci- 
tion befun their lordahips wu the ad- 
drent, other mtaiuret would shortly be 
submitted lo them, but Ihrj had now cnly 
the addren lo ditcuu, l id an icquir. erne 
li that bound them only to lake lulo

upon which (he Duke of R 
hereafter have ample opportunity of ex 
pretting hi« opinions. As 10 explanation!, 
he reminded the noble duke that he had 
been himself* member nf the Priry Coun- 
cil of his Sovereign, and must knuw that, 
without her permission ht was bound lo 
keep her counsel secret. He should, at 
least, therefore, have given notice of his 
qrirslion. 

Lord Stanley, being called upon by 
the Duke of Richmond for an explanation 
uf the grounds upon which he had re- 
tired from lhe Government, declined to 
enter intu drtaili, upon the plea that he 
could not explain the motives uf his con- 
duct without tinting what wen (he mea- 
sures contemplated by the other memben 
of the Cabinet, or with justice to hia late 
colleagues, but stated that upon one quea- 
tiori only — one relating lo the degree and 
amount of agricultural protect ion— wat 
there any difference of opinion. L'pou 
that question a meaiun waa proposed 
which he cumidered uncalled for by any 
change of circumstances tinee 181-.'. and 
which, therefore, he could not undertake 
to tecoinmend without a sacrifice of hit 
uwn personal comitletiry and honour. 
He cost 110 imputation on the conduct of 
others , buL conceiting it hit duty to dii 
sent from a projecl approved by a imijotity 
uf hit colleagues, he had tendered hit 
mignatiuu j and with this explanation of 
hit mom ei, and the coune he bad adopted, 
be (rutted tliat their lordahips would be 
satisfied. 

Lord Hardwick said, that aa he sate in 
the address a direct advance towards free 
trade, lie inuil form in exception to 
those who approved it. He thuughl that 
unless 1 change of circumstance! could 
be proved, they were bound to ad her* to 
the adjustment of thr corn- laws made only 
llirre yean since, and he denied that there 
had been any tuch change at lo render 
(he meatnrrs it waa intended to bring for- 
ward necessary. He would rather that it 
were proposed to put aside protection 
altogether than to make a gradual dimi- 
nution of ftj for many would unite to 
oppose the former measure who might be 
induced to acquiesce in a series of trilling 
a tie ration 1. 

'I lie Marquit of Lanidowne said, that 
having, like Lntd Stanley, ubtained her 
M.vjtily*s permission to explain the cir- 
cumstances of some political tramadiuns 
in which he had lately taken a part, he 
should avail himself of thai permission as 
toon as the members uf the Government 
had tendered in explanation. He had 
only at pilsent, however, lo expreai his 
cordial approbation of that portion of the 
address which related to the different*! 
with the 
Oregon. 

Lord Brougham heartily concurred in 
this opinion, tnd then, it considerable 
length, and with bis accustomed ability, 
claimed for himself the credit of perfect 
consistency upon the great question of 
corn-law repeal. He strongly con- 
demned, however, the conduct of th* 
League, especially in the course it 
had lately adopted, of endeavouring 
lo procure an overpowering influence at 
elections by the purchase of qualifications, 
which be denounced as most dnngeroai to 
the constitution \ and concluded by ap- 
proving the reference lo the state of Ire- 
land in the address, and recommending 
Iheir lurdshipi la disregard all coniidera- 
tiofti uf parly, and itrtngthen the handiof 
the executive Government. 

Lord Malmcabury protested against the 
opinion that the great mast or the people 
were in favour of a repeal uf the corn- 
taws. They had not changed their opi- 
nions because Cabinet Uinisters had 
changed thein, and it waa their consti- 
tutional privilege to have a vein against 
audi a hum Dir. 

Lurd Radnor defended the League from 
the attacks of lyrd Brougham, and espe- 
cially denied that their conduct bad been 
in any degree nncontlilutional. He re- 
gretted that it should be necessary to force 
right measure! upon 1 Government by 
pressure from -without, bul even if Lord 
Brougham's arguments were unsucceasful, 
lhe pressure waa nect;aary lo rt-infurce 
I hem. 

The Marquis of Salisbury and lite 
Duke of Beaufort deprecated any dimi 
nuliun in the amount of agricultural pro, 
tection, and their lordships then adjourned 
uutil Saturday.

Lord Francis Egrrton, in a ipeech 
which waa much cheered from the Oppn- 
aitioa benches, moved the addren, in an- 
swer to thr royal tpeech. He confined 
himself mainly to one topic— Ihat of the 
ixprdiency of still further extending lhe 
priuciplei of commercial policy which 
have been partially idupled and applied 
by th* Government in ttf laat three 
yean, lit dwtlt upon the growth and 
importance of our ma a u fact u ring lyatein, 
pointed out thai we are dependent upon 
foreign nations for at least a portion of 
the food which onr population consume, 
at Well as a large amount of the nw ma- 
terial* which are essential to our produc- 
tive industry ; ridiculed the idea of this 
counliy being starved by any foreign 
combination during any future war, of 
which an example it affutded ly lhe lugt 
supplies of corn which came from the 
comment, and more tipevially France, in 
the year 1810; and urged the importance 
of harmonising lhe present conflicting 
interests of agriculture and commerce, 

Mr. Beckett Denimn, in seconding the 
addrni, took 1 similnrview ; pointing out 
that though Sir Robert Petl had repealed 
or reduced dutirt, during the last three or 
four yean, to lhe extent of between four 
and five million!, yet that amount had 
been nearly coinprnsaled by the returns 
upon increased consumption. This, to

He 
d been condemned without ■ hearing ;

The immediate 
cause of the dissolution of the Govern-

High pricei 
did not produce high wages, net rice 
new. In llrf laat three yean, with low 
pricei and abundance of food, wage* were 
comparatively high, and labour wat in 
demand | in the three yean preceding, 
with high piicu and] scarcity, wages were 
luw and employment waa scarce. Expe- 
rience thus prove*! that wages were ruled 
by abundance of capital and demand for 
labour, and did not vary like the price of 
provisions. Again, increased freedom of 
trade was favourable lo the prorpertty of 
our commerce. In three scarce and dear 
yearn — namely, from 18.10 to 1841, our 
foreign exports fell off from ft fly -three 
million! in value to fuily -seven milliunt. 
But in three years of reduction of duttei 
and low prices^ — namely, from 18li lo 
1 rH», the value of our aiporta rore from 
forty-aeven millions (0 Rfly-cigbt 
Billion!. Even deducting th* amount 
of the China trade a similar re- 
suit waa shown. Nor was the 
reduction iu the Customs duties unfa- 
vourable to tlie revenue. In 1 642, there 
was an est united km uf a million and a 
half, in 18)3, a smaller one of two hun- 
dred and aeventy-lhru thousand pounds ; 
but in into ihtre was a redaction, at an

Had four millions been Joti to the 
revenue ■' Hi believed that oa the Mb of 
Apiil next lot revenue would be found to 
be more bnoyinl than ever. Dal there was 
a higher test than that. Criminal Hatii- 
uu thuned a connexion between increase 
'and decrease of crime, and a declining or 
Jprosperoui itileof lit country. In 18«, 
' there had been a deereaae of crime lu the 
extent of 6ve-aad-a-balf t ,tt cenl., tn 



18-14, of no leu than ten per cent. ; In 

1815, of five-and-a-half per cent, ; and 
the deereaae laat year wai especially 
marked in ail the great manufacturing dit- 
trieti, Thua, during the time Ihat they 
have been engaged in reducing Customs' 
duties — in ofAer wn/t, gmt/miU'j dttttvy- 
ing BroCeef (On la naitae industry— the in- 
teretli of the labouring classes, of com- 
merce, aud of molality, had been pro- 
moted ; ind it waa impossible to rtaial the 
inevitable conclusion that relaxation of 
protection tu favourable to all the social 
relations and concirm nf tht country. 
Nor was relaxation unfavourable to native 
industry, however much it might hitherto 
have relied on protection. Flax waa a 
striking instance in point. Foreign flax 
wat now freely imported ; yet, in the face 
nf a rapidly increasing amount of foreign 
importation . the price of flax wat higher. 
Foreign cattle waa another inilanee. 
They all remembered the predictions of 
iuin in I81J, when prohibition wu re- 
moved, and foreign cattle were admitted 
at a imalt fixed duty— predictions which 
created an unfounded though temporary 
panic. What was the cue now 1 In the 
face or 1 rapidly augmenting importation 
of foreign vault, sheep, and mine, prices 
had nut been iUccied, and lhe coniiacta 
for the supply of proviilom were now 
nearly double whit they were even in 
] B-i 1. Nay, un the inbjtct of (nref, about 
which there wm so much alum last year 
— (loud laughter)— with an importation 
running up from a nominal amount to 
eighty thousand hundred- weight, pricei 
had risen from 48s. to $2l. Another ex- 
ample wai iffonled by wool. The total 
tborilion uf tht duty hat been followed by 
1 largely augmented importation, and a

In int face ofalllh-s* facta— the idviitce- 



ment of tht comforts of the working 
clatau; the dimintit on of crime; the 
improvement even of the public health ; 
increase of trade j aud an advance in 
price concurrent with an increase 
in importation, he felt he could no longer 
aland up iD-the House of Commons as the 
advocate of prcrtt.-tion. It would be im- 
pottible for him, with Ihett convictions 
on his miud, any longer lo meet the in 
nuil motion of Ur. Villiers with a direct 
negative. The change in his views had 
been brought about by observation and 
experience ; tnd he now frankly staled lo 
hii usual* supporters that he could no 
longer defend the corn-lawi. lis could 
have wirdicd that lhe selilemenl of lhe 
question hid been deferred lo mother 
Parliament ; but the sudden aud myste- 
rious blight in the potatoes — the food in 
Ireland uf four millions of people— ren- 
dered necessary immediate action. Sir 
It. Peel then read copious extracta from 
tht mass of communications which had 
been forwarded lo the Government on the 
subject ; mentioned the appointment of 
the liulf rumciit commission of inquiry , 
and detailed the proceedings of lhe Cabi- 
net meeting! from time la time to consider 
the luhject. His ow n with wai either at 
once to open lilt purls by an Order in 
Council, of which he waa ready to take 
the responsibility, or tlie to call Parlia- 
ment together. Hut at the aim* lime he 
flit that though a temporary opening of 
lhe porti wai not tuentiilly connected 
with a consideration of the Corn-taw, yet 
that It must, on the present occaaioit, be 
neve jjarily in ml veil. Hil propositions 
were opposed by his colleague! in tht 
Cabin«t; Lord fjtanley etpeeiiliy con- 
sidering that there was much exagger- 
ation in the alleged failure of the 
potaloe ind grain crops. Meantime, agi- 
tation increased , and though he might 
have evaded responsibility, under the fact 
of hia colleague! having overruled hii 
opinion*, he fell it imponible lo continue 
at the head of lhe Government with the 
ttrong convictions he entertained ar in 
impending dinger, ind the netenity for 
meeting it. His position alio wai chinced 
by the publication of Lord John Russell's 
letter. Any movement after it would be 
misinterpreted ; tnd feeling that he could 
not bring the mailer to a iiiccesaful issue 
without tht support of a nniled Cabinet, 
ht detenu ined to place bit reiigoiliuti in 
tht hands of her Majesty. Lord John 
Russell was sent for ; and he (Sir Robert 
Peel) promised that, in his ntivate capa- 
city, he would give the nolrtc lord all the 
aid in hit power 10 effect a settle ment of 
the question. The noble lord hiving 
filled in his endeavour to form an Admi- 
nistration, the Queen inked him if ht 
persisted in hii reiignttion t He replied, 
no , at the noble lord hid not succeeded, 
he would resume the Government, ind 
endeavour to bring his colleaguta into hit 
views. He hid givtn notice of hia inten- 
tion to bring the subject generally before 
the Houie, and would not therefore tali- 
ci pate discussion, lint he trusted that be 
had ihown that hii motivet were honour- 
able. Hi wu charged with " treason" lo 
agriculture. Il would indeed hit " 1 reason " 
to igeienlinte to toffee it to incur the 
ndinm of so great a calamity aa a failure 
in the sustenance of the people . lo call 
upon the Hume to vote money to pur- 
chase uats, and refuse to ask intuitu make 
any re lax it ion in ilw Jtwi which restricted 
supply. He would not touch lhe exiiling 
Ilw on any slight pretence, at for inatanct, 
the introduction nf Indian com, which 
was urged as a boon to the agriculturists. 
It waa urged over and over again that ht 
wu under some persona) obligation to lhe 
agriculturist!, and at wu told that th* 
power which had placed him in hia pre- 
sent position could remove him. Bnt ht 
did not feel himself under any obligation 
10 any man or body of men for subuiiUing 
10 the sacrincts of office. He did not 
undervalue lhe distinction, but the value 
or power did not consist in (he invidious 
office of selection for the distribution of 
patronage. He had now served four 
.Sovereign* : under three he had held 
high office i but the highest reward he 
had ever uked waa the aaaurance of hii 
having been a faithful and loyal auhject. 
Hit power he had never used for unworthy 
purputei . he had tried to ait it for tht ad- 
vancement of national i ate rests , and at a 
Conservative leader, or a Conservative 
Minister, he had thought it coo sine tit with 
high Conservative policy to reconcile an 
ancient monarchy and a proud aristocracy 
to a Reformed Hons* of Commons. The I 
burden of oSUe wu far above bit physical 
and mental powers, relief would be a 
favour, not a penalty. But hi would not 
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retain oSLtie W-Hh shackled power nnd 
niutiUled authority j the helm he would 



not hold, especially In lath stormy nighlt 

u he bad wen in tht IIous* of Comiuous, 
unlet, it had liberty to traverse, if Minu- 
ter of fingland, he must be nnsttackltd in 
his efforti 10 provide for the public uftly. 

Lord John Russell, after suiting that 
he had applied for tad received the per- 
mission of Ibe Crowa la mike known hii 
share in the recent transaction!, pro- 
ceeded to explain the circumstances out of 
which originated hii celebrated letter. In 
hi* ipeech at Edinburgh, on being pre- 
sented with the freedom of the oily, he 
avoided the corn-law question , and the 
Lord Provost expressed his regret at the 
omiation. He replied that be had sin-m 
conviction! on lhe subject, but abstainei 
from staling them, kit it might embsrraat 
the coune of th« Executive, Hul when 
tlie public p. inn informed him ihat the 
Cabinet bad met and bad separated, with- 
out adopting rneuurea to meet the < 
gency, be lhan, under a strong seute of 
public duty, pot forth hi* views. People 
of low minds termed this in advertisement 
for office. Nothing wu farther from bin 
thoughts. When summoned by the 
Quetn, hia first determination wureiptct 
fully to decline the tuk offered to htm 
for, looking to the numerical fore* of the 
party with which he wu connected in the 
House of Commons, and recoiled jug that 
tvtrt when they had a majority, their mo- 
tives were misrepresented, and their rota- 
lures obstructed, he saw the great diffi- 
culties and dangen of the ittempt, but 
hit viewi were changed when the Queen 
placed In hia faandi a paper, drawn up by 
Sir Robert Peel, in which ht at 
tigntd his reasons for resigning, and 
proffered hii uiiatance, in hii pri 
vale cipatil*, to hia succeuor. He 
then felt it hu duty to consult with his 
friends ; and after much anxious delibera- 
tion, it wu felt that they would be jurti- 
tied in tacountering great risks fur the 
take nf such an object as the settlemcol of 
the corn-law*. The noble lord then read 
copies of cormpondence with her Ma 
jeily, in which he had stated hii acquies- 
cence in Sir Robert Peel'i propositions of 
■ n immediate temporary opening of the 
portt, lo be followed by a repeal of lhe 
corn-law, bul in which he demurred to a 
compensation of the landed interest, 
carrying with il adrantagei more apparent 
thau real. He undertook the tuk of 
forming an administration on the princi- 
ple of carrying out commercial freedom ; 
though ennscinni that, even with the sup- 
port uf Sir Robert Peel, many who would 
lupport hii plani, would oppose similar 
ones proceeding from Ih™, In the course 
of attempting to construct an adrniniitra 
lion, an insuperable objection arose in lhe 
miiidufoneof his proposed colleagues. 
Earl Grey, for whom be bid a high el 
teem, admiring his courage tnd hii ho- 
nesty. L'nder ordinary eircum timers, he 
could have afforded to hive gone on, even 
without hii aid , but funking at the diffl 
culliei with which h* wu lurronnded, 
and the nrctssaity for united action 
on the part of all with whom be 
wai issue ialed, he fell compelled 
to rtiign his undertaking. He hoped th it 
the corn-law would be settled at the pre- 
sent time; and warned the agriculturist* 
again n the folly of protracting it. Did 
theie gentlemen never look forward » The 
time might arrive when circuroitincis 
might compel a humiliating capitulation 
to an excited multitude. Pid they con- 
fide r the law of 1842 iu rile it in 10 provide 
for the sustenance of the people 1 They 
had heard whit the author of that law had 
faimxelf aaid ; he had shrunk from tht 
grave and alarming responsibility which 
its maintenance threw upon htm. On the 
subject uf Ireland, Lhe nublt lord blamed 
the policy of tht Government. He him- 
self had hoped to havt framed a large and 
comprehensive me at lire for its pacification, 
■nd on thai ground alone he regretted the 
fnutration of hii attempt la form an ad 
ministration. Whether in office or out of 
il, he would givt hit hearty support to 
measures which would tend to the Im- 
provement of thai divided country, one of 
these, he trusted, would be a "measure 
for extending lhe freedom of commerc*. 

Mr. Disraeli expressed fait intention or 
adhering to the principle* or protection 
which had tent him into that House, and 
which would have compelled him lo re- 
sign hit seal if he had conscientiously re- 
linquished thews. He did not envy Sir 
R, Peel hii feelings in th* apologetic ad- 
dress which be had that night delivered to 
those who were once bis pirly in that 
Hooae. The opinion! which 6u- R. P*«t 
had Ihat night expmied might is well 
hive been expressed when he held a posi- 
tion in that House scarcely leaa influen- 
tial than hii present— namely, when he 
wai the leader of the Conservative upno- 
s it ion. What would the Home think or 
a itaieiman who, having served four 
sovereign!, Wu at laat compelled by the

He knew of 110 
parallel to Sir R. Peel'i conduct live 
that uf a late Captain Puha of Con- 
stantinople, who, having received the 
command of a fleet from the Sultan to 
attack Mehemet Ali, steered that fleet at 
once into the enemy's pott. That admi- 
ral wa» «JM a traitor ; bnt he defended 
himself from that charge, en tht ground 
that he wu an enemj to war, that be 
haled a prolonged corneal, and that he had 
terminated it by betraying the cause of hii 
muter. H* denounced the ipeech of Sir 
R. Pwl that evening as a glorious u 
pie or egotistical rhetoric, and c* inured 
him in the severest terms for the shameful 
manner in which he had turned round on 
hia former party. It was not tht favour 
of hit Sovereign which had placed Sir 
Robert in office, but the sacred cause of 
protection, by which a Parliament had 
been dissolved, and > nation taken in. 
Sir Robert Peel a great statesman, who 
wai alwtyi marching after the aventa of 
hia age ! He wax juit is much a great 
ataleirnan u he who got up behind a car- 
riage wu a great whip.

Hr. Newtam taid.he mutt withdraw hit 
name at a candidate for any vacancy in 
the direction, until the affain of the com> 
pany were cleared up. 

Mr.tr,. Helme and Alherton were then 
declared to be duly elected. 

The Chairman, laid hating thus dit- 
potej of the election of the director*, he 
begged to offer a few obtervationl on the 
position of the affair* of the bank. The 
pretnil meeting wat called in contequenre 
of ihe with which it would be recollected, 
eipretsed by the pruprirtori on a for- 
mer Decision, that the director* ihoold 
meet the ihareholden more than once a 
year. Though the directori were not 
prepared to auamit any report or atate- 
mcnt of account! on the occasion, 
rcniuitancei had occurred which 
enllrd for a few observation* on hit part. 
In doing to, he begged briefly to retnir-d 
tbe proprietor, of what look plan at the 
Utt meeting. It wo a Id be recollected 
that on that uccaiion an honorable pro- 
prietor tiatel certain circunutencn which 
tended to implicate tome of the officer* of 
the Hank in the colony. That proprietor, 
after miking hi* tenement, waa invited lo 
mett the director*, and he did ao. Every 
attention wat paid lo hit ttatrment, and 
every investigation mnde within the power 
of the director*, Though the facta in the 
poitrniun of the director* mrSciently dis- 
proved the allegation!, tin: directori 
thought it right, in j unite to the perton 
making the charge, lo call on the partial 
in the colon v for » full explanation of the 
matter j and they requested that, in com- 
mon fairneu, the proprietors, ibouli im- 
pend their judgment till the remit wai 
known. It appeared to the director* that 
the proprietor acquteiced in this at the 
time. 

Mr. J. ii. Morritt No, no, 

The Chairman hoped the honorable 
proprietor would allow him to proceed. 
It appeared lo the director* that the inte- 
rtill of the company would be belt cun- 
lulled by allowing Lhe matter lo lie in 
nbeyance till ibey received a full expla- 
nation from Ihe colony. Thai wa* nut 
done, for a pamphlrt waa circulated 
amongst the proprielort, containing stale 
inentt, many of them altogether wrnng, 
and the whole groaily eiftRgrrated. 
(Hear, hear.) lie might ttate, in refer- 
ence to Ihe charge* alluded lo, that at Ihe 
time they were made, to extravagant did 
Ihe directors consider thent to be, ihit 
they thought it waa better lo incur the 
letter evil, t a lay befute the proprietors 
an calimate of what the dirtctora pre- 
tumed might be the eventual Jon-i of 
the lank, a* afforded by ll.e report* in 
their poasesiion. Such a alAtmntni trail 
made, and the directori offered to lay it 
before the meeting, but the proprlctori 
decided that such a dit-losnre of the affair* 
ihonld not be made. He himself, thought 
thai one short answer would be inflcienl 
lo the itatement* in the pamphlet re- 
ferred lo, and, if the meeting now de 
tired to hear it, he wis prepared (o 
ttate what they had, on a former occasion 
offered to do. ( Hear.) He held in hit 
hand the very paper which wat then be- 
fore the directori. He would read it to 
the meeting if they *o desired. (Cries nf 
"No, no.") In that cue hi* ataletneiH 
would be a very abort one. Itv the latett 
accounts (excepting alwaya the matter 
With the Bink of Australia), with one 
tingle exception, they were rather in a 
more improved condition lhan at the time 
of the Itet meeti ng- There wat one branch 
in the colony (liiunceituu a* our reporter 
understood) which bad proved a taurce of 
heavy expense , but the director! had tent 
out eery ttringent order* with regard iu 
it, and they now wanted the receipt of if 
count* to know whether further 
would bt required. 

A Proprietor trusted that the chairman 
would stale what the in p posed losses of 
the bank would amount to. 

Another Proprietor tnggeited that it 
would be belter to leave thi* to the -it- 
eration of the Chairman. 

Mr. Parrrr said, if the tfirectur* had a 
mere choice, it would not he a prudent 
thing to divulge lite itatc of llic amounts 
of Ibe bank j bat an, in the preient in- 



port, 
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The Chairman aatd, in tubmitting the 
statement he waa about lo make, he begcrd 
to call the .mention or the proprietors to 
a ttatemeat made in the laal annual re- 
in thlt they wen informed lltat a 
wu let apart to meet bad debt*. 
Allowing for the absorption of that fund 
for bad debit, the louse*, the directori be- 
lieved, would be under the turn of 
^80,OW, (Cheer*.) This wat calcu- 
lated, not on tbe information on which 
the tint statement prepared was made, but 
on ihr latest repotti. £72,mi would be 
fount! nearer the estimate. Hi. friend, 
Mr. Farcer, reminded hint that lecutily 
waa taken from a penon, which at the 
lime wa* thought not to be to good aa it 
tinesi turned out to be. In fnct he (the 
Chairman) would be more correct if he 
had estimated the lew at £7\,0W. 
(Hear, hear.) Where the debtor* were 
nol breed into the Intolvcnt Court 
by Ibe preient claimt of crtditort. 
or from their own desire to gel 
rid of their liabilitiet, there waa tome 
hope of their affaire improving. 

ifr. Purer laid, that leaving out every' 
thing but their unrsrtauatc connexion 
with the Bank of Australia, the director! 
had every reason to helieve that no por- 
tion of tha capital wat touched. (Cbeen,) 
Mr. Morrit observed that it wai luted 
in the last report that an amount of 
*l,sWO,fW0 of bill* were overdue. He 
wished to know how much of that wu 
now overdue ? 

Mr. Piiaoti i It is better not to go 
into detail!. 

Tbe Chairman said the directori had 
adopted the course of laying the tuppoted 
lostei of ihe bank before the proprietari, 
in order to diiabuse their mindi of erru- 
ntoui impretiiont. It wat for them now 
to tay whether they would hear further 
details. (Crir* of " No, no,") 

Mr. Priauli hoped that (he directors, in 
their estimate, had not taken a too favour- 
able view of ihr affair* of Ihe bank ? 

The Chairman laid, all bills over- 
due weie investigated by the director* 
iu this country, and, wilh their know- 
ledge of the rxpentei incurred, with 
the exception of the Laanceiton branch, 
they confidently hoped that they would be 
able to bring the hank into a better 
powtion than it now wa*. Since the esti- 
mate of the suppmcd Inn wm made, 
several recoverie* of debt* had been made 
Under much more favourable cLrcum* 
•lance* than wa* mppoted at the time the 
estimate, were made. 

In reply ton question from a propri- 
etor ai to tbe ttate uf Ihe lawsuit wilh the 
Bank of Australia. 

Mr. Farrer aaid the director* knew 
litlle more or Ihe latter atagei of tile can* 
than watt contained in the report* of the 
colonial pipert. Al the lime of the last 
meeting the first trial liaJ t*ken place. 
That occupied ten days, and, moat uafor- 
tunately forthe company, Ihe Judge who 
tried it on a point of law summed up 
atmngly againu them. The Judge held, 
that the bank had not power to lend mo- 
ney, which wa* contrary to all legal opi- 
nion held in th It country, sthich waacon- 
imry to the written opinion* of Sir Tho- 
rn*.* Wild, «r Mr. Sergeant (Jaielce, and 
of Mr. II. Hill, luhiiuttcd at Ihe latt 
meeting. The learned colonial judge, 
however, thought differently, and used 
stronger language in summing up than 
any one in this cuuntry would have done 
when a questinn of duiibt Has concerned. 
By the law of the colony a jury inighl 
agree lo a verdict u nam mom h or not. 
If, at the end of six hnttr*. they were not 
nnanimnm in their verdict, they wete lold 
by the JnJ-e that they must go hack for 
wx hour* more, and if at the end of thai 
period they could not agree, they might 
return a good verdict, though not unam 
moui- In thit case the jury retired a tc- 
eond tine, and, at the end of the twelve 
hours, they relumed and aaid that 
they were not agreed, *iic being for 
the plainliffi and six for the defendant*.

(cheer*) It wu afterwards arranged 
thai they should have a trial at bar, which 
took place in June latt. However ridi- 
culou* it might aeein iu thi* country, thi* 
trial nt'c n pied twenty days. In Ihe first 
trial their opponents did nol call any evi- 
dence, which, of courte, piecludeil their 
counsel from a reply. in the second 
trial ihe action waa ilmned in a different 
manner, which gave them the beneSl. 
The Chief Justice wa* in favoiu of the 
plaintiff*, bm the Jnd(re who tried 
it in the fir- 1 instance adhered 
lo hit former opinion, nnd the 
third Judge concurred so that the result 
was, tiro out of Ihe three Judges were 
a^ainil them. The aummiug up of the 
t:hief Judge appeared in the paper*, and 
in every lota it agreed with tht opinion 
he had previously eipre*ied to ihe pro- 
prietor!. He held that borrowing wa* 
a neceisary part of Isanking business ; the 
other two Judge* held tint n was not, ( A 
laugh.) It wu thought desirable on both

(Front fAe Colonial (Imttr*, January ai.) 
Tin: moil important business that has 
been tran ratted by Mt, Uladtlonc, since 
his accession to office, relates lo enloniar 
railways. On the Huh instant a number 
of gentlemen connected wilh railway pro- 
ject* for the colonies waited upon Mr 
Cllidttone, hy invitation, lo state their 
view*, and respecting tire best method of 
regulating railway legislation in the colo- 
nies, and to learn the intention* of (ro- 
ver um tut on that head. 

The same pattie* were assembled, one 
reader* will recollect, by Lord Stanley for 
a lotnewlixi similar purpose, on the 1st of 
December las' . Or, more properly speak- 
ing, Ibey were assembled In hear h 
Lordship preterit* regutalioni for all co- 
lunia] railways. Thete regulations were 
exceedingly objectionable ; and accord- 
ingly strong representations against Ihem 
were nude by Be vert 1 gentlemen, appa- 
rently with tittle effect. On Piiday latt, 
Mr. U lad at on I, by a few questions, t lie, ned 
the opinion] nf the deputation*, and 
then inltitialed hi* own view*. He 
dnl nil think il expedient, he 
uid, to attempt lo dictate regula- 
tions Iu so many and so various 
counlriei, as what might be euily pracii 
cubleand advantageous in one, might be 
the reverse in another. At the sune lime, 
he considered il his duty to impart to the 
Legislature of each colony the bene St of 
Ihit cun ntry'* experience. He, 
proposed to address to Ihe » •version of 
all the colonie* a circular despatch, con- 
taining ret'immendatory suggestion*. 
The draft uf Ihit deipalch Hr. (iladtl me 
read lu hi* visitor* t, it ii ■ a lucid commu- 
nication, evincing a comprehensive «c- 
quiinlinee with Ihe ttate of the colonies, 
and appears well calculated to serve aa a 
guide to correct legislation, its leading 
tuggesliiin* art at follow* ;—

current receipt* of lb* 1 1 tapes y. Some 
other ctsuse* relate to the iusntettoa of 
account*, proviaion for the public safaty, 
and the ayatiee* require 1 to be given m th?
